Notes to Financial Statements 

Sum mary of Significant Accountin~ Policies 

The Town of Church Point (Town) was incorporated June 1, 1899, under the provisions of 
the Lawrason Act. The Town operates under the M ayor-Board of Alderm en form ofgovernm em . 

The accounting and reporting policies of the Town of Church Point conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governm ents. Such accounting and reporting 
procedures also conform to the requirem ents of Louisiana Revised Statutes 24:517 and to the indnstry 
audit guide, Audits of State and Local Governmental Units published by the American Institute of 
Certified Public Accountants. The Town's reporting entity applies all relevant Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board (GASB) pronouncements. Proprietary funds apply Financial 
Accounting Standards (FASB) pronouncements and Accounting Principles Board (APB) opinions 
issued on or before N ovem ber 30, 1989, unless those pronouncem ents conflict with or contradict 
GASB pronouncements in which case, GASB prevails. 

The following is a sum mary of certain significant accounting policies 

A . Financial Renortin~ Entity 

This report includes all funds and account groups that are controlled by or 
dependent on the Town executive and legislative branches (the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen). Control by or dependence on the Town was determined on the basis of 
budget adoption, taxing authority, authority to issue debt, election or appointment of 
governing body, and other general oversight responsibility. 

Based on the foregoing criteria, certain governm ental organizations are not 
part of the Town and are thus excluded from the accompanying financial statem ents. 
These organizations are the Chureh Point Volunteer Fire Department and the Town of 
Church Point Housing Authority. The Town of Church Point Housing Authority was 
chartered by the Town and its Board of D irectors is appointed by the M ayor and 
Board of Alderm an. However, the Town's oversight responsibilities in the 
management of operations and financial accountability is remote. 

B. Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of 
each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that 
comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity , revenues, and expenditures, or expenses 
and retained earnings, as appropriate. Governm ent resources are allocated to and 
accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be 
spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
and account groups are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into six 
generic fund and account group types and three broad categories as follows:

Governmental Funds - 

General Fund 

The General Fund is the general operating fired of the Town. It is used to 
account for all financial resources except those required to be accounted for in another 
fund. 

Special revenue funds 

Special revenue funds are used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue 
sources (other than expendable trusts or major capital projects) that are legally 
restricted to expenditures for specific purposes. 

Debt service funds 

Debt service funds are used to account for the accum ulation of resources for, 
aud the paym ent of, general long-term debt principal, interest, and related costs. 

Capital Projects funds 

Capital projects funds are used to account for financial resources to be used 
for the acquisition or construction of major capital facilities (other than those financed 
by proprietary funds.) 

Proprietary Fund - 

Enterp rise fund 

Enterprise funds are used to account for operations (a) that are financed and 
operated in a manner similar to private business enterprises - where the intent of the 
governing body is that the costs (expenses, including depreciation) of providing goods 
or services to the general public on a continuing basis be financed or recovered 
primarily through user charges; or (b) where the governing body has decided that 
periodic determ ination of revenues earned, expenses incurred, and/or net income is 
appropriate for capital maintenance, public policy, management control, 
accountability, or other purposes. The Town of Church Point's enterprise fund is the 
utility Fund. 

F
_Fjiduciary Fund - 

Agency Fund 

The agency fund is custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) and does not 
involve m easurement of results of operations, but is used to account for assets held for 
other funds.

Account Group - 

General Fixed Assets Account Group 

This is not a fund but rather an account group that is used to account for 
general fixed assets acquired principally for general purposes and excludes fixed 
assets in the Enterprise Fund. 

General Long-Term Debt Account Group 

This is not a fund but rather an account group that is used to account for the 
outstanding principal balances of general obligation bonds and other long-term debt 
not reported in proprietary funds. 

C. Basis of Accountinl~ 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses are 
recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. Basis of 
accounting relates to the tim ing of the m easurem ent made, regardless of the 
measurement focus applied. 

All governmental funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis of 
accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become measurable and 
available as net current assets. Sales taxes are considered "measurable" when in the 
hands of intermediary collecting governments and are recognized as revenue at that 
tim e. Ad valorem taxes are recognized as revenue in the year in which they are billed. 
Fees and nontax revenues are recognized when received. Grants from other 
governments are recognized when qualifying expenditures are incurred. 

The proprietary fund is accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting 
whereby revenues are recognized when they are earned and expenses are recognized 
when incurred. Unbilled utility service receivables resulting from utility services 
rendered between the date of meter reading aod billing and the end of the month, are 
recorded at year end. 

D . Budget and Budeetarv AccountinR 

Tile Town follows these procedures in establishing tile budgetary data 
reflected in the financial statements:

For purposes of the statem ent of cash flows, the Enterprise Fund considers all 
highly liquid interest-bearing deposits with a maturity of three months or less when 
purchased to be cash equivalents. 

G . Due to and Due from Other Funds 

lnterfund receivables and payables arise from interfund transactions and are 
recorded by all funds affected in the period in which transactions are executed, 

H, Restricted Assets 

The Utility Fund, based on certain bond covenants, is required to establish 
and maintain prescribed amounts of resources (consisting of cash and interest-bearing 
deposits) that can be used to service outstanding debt.

Fixed Assets and Lon~-Term Liabilities 

The accounting and reporting treatm ent applied to the fixed assets and long- 
term liabilities associated with a fund are determ ined by its measurement focus. 

All governm ental fund type operations are accounted for on a spending or 
"financial flow" measurement focus and only current assets and current liabilities are 
generally included on their balance sheets. 

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed assets) 
are accounted for in the General Fixed Assets Account Group and are recorded as 
expenditures in the governmental fund types when purchased. The Town has elected 
to capitalize public domain ("infrastructure") fixed assets consisting of certain 
improvem ents other than buildings, including roads, bridges, curbs and gutters, streets 
and sidewalks, drainage system s, and lighting system s. No depreciation has been 
provided on general fixed assets. 

All fixed assets are stated at historical cost or estim ated historical cost if 
actual historical cost is not available. Donated fixed assets are stated at their 
estimated fair value on the date donated. Estimated amounts are immaterial in 
relation to total fixed assets. 

Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governm ental funds are 
accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 

All proprietary funds are accounted for on a cost of services or "capital 
maintenance" measurement focus, and all assets and all liabilities (whether current or 
noucurrent) associated with their activity are included on their balance sheets. 

Depreciation of all exhaustible fixed assets used by proprietary funds is 
charged as an expense against their operations. Depreciation has been provided over 
the estim ated useful lives using the straight-line m ethod.

M . Compensated Absences 

Town em ployees are entitled to certain com pensated absences based upon 
their length of service. 

Vacation leave is earn ed at the rate of five days after one year and ten after 
five years of service. However, those employees with two years of serv ice by 
February  2, 1999 will be grandfathered in to receive ten days. Vacation leave earned 
does not accum ulate from year to year. 

Sick leave is earned at the rate of seven days for one to five years of 
employment and ten days for over five years of service. Employees arc allowed to 
accum ulate up to two years of leave. If the sick leave is not used w ithin a two year 
period, one year's leave is lost. Accum ulated sick leave is not payable for employees 
who resign, retire, or are dismissed from employment. 

At September 30, 1999, vested leave benefits have been accrued as required 
by GASB statement No. 16 "Accounting for Compensated Absences."

All employees of the Town of Church Point are members of the Federal 
Social Security system. The Town and its employees contribute a percentage of each 
employee's salary to the system (7.65% contributed by the Town; 7.65% by the 
employee). The Town's contribution during the year ended September 30, 1999, 
amounted to $53,550. 

Plan Description - A ll full-tim e police departm ent employees engaged in law 
enforcem ent are eligible to participate in the System . Employees who retire at or after age 50 
with at least 20 years of creditable service or at or after age 50 with at least 20 years of 
credilable service, or at or after age 55 with at least 12 years of credited service, are entitled 
to a retirement benefit, payable monthly for life, equal to 3 1/3% of their final-average salary 
for each year of creditable serv ice. Final average salary  is the em ployee's average salary over 
36 consecutive or joined months that produce the highest average. Employees who terminate 
with at least the amount of creditable serv ice stated above, and do not withdraw their 
employee contributions, m ay retire at the ages specified above and receive the benefit 
accrued to their date of term ination. The System also provides death and disability benefits. 
Benefits are established by state statute. 

The System issues an annual publicly available financial report that includes financial 
statem ents and required supplementary inform ation for the System . That report may be 
obtained by w riting to lhe M unicipal Police Em ployees Retirem ent System of Louisiana,

Funding Policy - Plan m embers are required by state statute to contribute 7.5% of 
their annual covered salary and the Town is required to contribute at an actuarially 
determined rate.

The contribution 
requirements of plan members and the Town are established and may be amended by state 
statute. As provided by R.S. 11:103, the employer contributions are determined by actuarial 
valuation and are subject to change each year based on the results of the valuation for the 
prior fiscal year. The Town contributions to the System for the years ending September 30, 
1999, 1998, and 1997 were $4,724, $2,903, and $1,783, respectively, equal to the required 
contributions for each year.

W e conducted our audit in accordance w ith generally accepted auditing standards and the standards 
applicahle to financial audits contained in Governm ent Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller 
General of the United States. 

Com pliance 

As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether the Town of Church Point, Louisiana's 
general purpose fnancial statem ents are free of m aterial m isstatement, we performed tests of its compliance 
with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and grants, noncompliance with which could have a 
direct and material effect on the determination of financial statement amounts. However, providing an 
opinion on compliance with those provisions was not an objective of our audit and, accordingly, we do not 
express such an opinion. The results of our tests disclosed no instance of noncom pliance that is required 1o be 
reported under Governm ent Auditing Standards. 

Internal Control Over Financial Renortiuu 

In planning and perform ing our audit, we considered the Town of Church Point, Louisiana's internal 
control over financial reporting in order to determ ine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing 
our opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal control 
over financial reporting. However, we noted a certain matter involving the internal control over financial 
reporting and its operation that we consider to be a reportable condition. Reportable conditions involvc 
m atters com ing In our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the iuternal 
control over financial reporting that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town of Church Point, 
Louisiana's ability to record, process, summarize and report financial data consistent with the asscrtions of 
m aoagem eut in the general purpose financial statements. The reportable condition is described in the 
accompanying sum mary schedule of current and prior year audit findings and corrective action plan as item 
99- I tiC).
